HANDBOOK OF THE COMMERCIAL INTELLIGENCE 
BRANCH OF THE BOARD OF TRADE. 


The Board of Trade have issued a new edition of the Handbook 
to their Commercial Intelligence Branch, the first edition of which was 
published in December, 1906. 

The Handbook explains the object for which the Commercial 
Intelligence Branch was originally formed, and enumerates, under 
general headings, the subjects on which the Branch is prepared to 
supply information to British manufacturers and traders, on enquiry, 
either personally or by letter. Particulars will be found in it of the 
sundry samples on view at the Branch, of manufactured articles and 
raw products likely to be of interest to British manufacturers, It 
also contains lists of the principal official returns, trade directories, &c. 
which may be consulted at the Branch; and lists of the British 
Chambers of Commerce established in foreign countries, and of the 
Colonial Trade Enquiry Offices in the United Kingdom. 

The Handbook further contains a statement as to the duties of the 
Trade Commissioners appointed by the Board of Trade, in Canada, 
Australia, New Zealand, and the Union of South Africa, and a list 
of the local Trade Correspondents in British Colonies, together with 
information as to the work of His “Majesty’s Commercial Attachés 
and Consular Officers and their relation to the Branch. 

Attention is particularly directed to the system which has been 
adopted for supplying confidential information* (chiefly as to openings 
abroad for British trade) to firms whose names are inscribed in a 
“Special Register” kept in the Commercial Intelligence Branch. 
Information of the nature referred to is circulated to firms on the 
Register as received, but the Branch is always prepared to deal with 
applications from firms for specific information in the interests of 
British trade, whether the applicants’ names are enrolled on the 
Register referred to or not.

H.M. Consul-General at Genoa (Mr. W. Keene, M.V.O.) writes 
that, in view of the many complaints received from travellers of 
robbery from their luggage, which it is generally difficult, if not 
impossible, to trace, as the thefts usually are from registered luggage 
which has passed through two or more countries, it may be of advan- 
tage to commercial travellers: going to Italy to be aware of the notice 
now exhibited in the Italian railway stations, which runs as follows :— 
““In accordance with the rules now in force referring to transport, 
neither money nor articles of value can be forwarded as luggage. 
Consequently, notice is hereby given that the Railway Administration 
undertakes no responsibility with reference to money or articles 
of value enclosed in luggage delivered to their offices.” (C. 9,063.) 





BRITISH TRADE ABROAD. 


Southern Nigeria—The following information is taken from the 
Annual Report on Southern Nigeria just issued (Colonial Office, 
Annual Series, No. 695) :— 

There can be no doubt of the unexampled prosperity of Southern 
Nigeria, as indicated by the trade and revenue returns; and the 
remarkable rate of progress shows no sign of diminution. When it is 
borne in mind that a very large portion of the country is only nomi- 
nally under control, and that the absence of good means of communi- 
cation militates against the prospecting and opening up to trade of 
many large areas of productive land, it is evident that the vast possi- 
bilities of this part of West Africa are only beginning to be realised. 
With the steady advance into the interior and rapid construction of 
good roads, the extension of the railway, and the systematic clearing 
of waterways, trade should continue to develop; and, with the advent 
of the trader and the closer contact with civilisation, the work of 
administration and progress should be rendered easier and more 


effective.

Credit system.—Coming after 1908 and 1909, two years in which the 
credit of many in Bushire was severely shaken, the continuance of 
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British Trade Abwoad. 





insecurity and consequent bad markets ae 1910 completed the 
insolvency of most second-class and many petty traders. ‘They found 
themselves unable to meet the demands of firms for payment of goods 
delivered on credit, of which they had been disposing at a loss for 
some time past. Their original capital was small, and whatever real 
property they possessed—real property in Persia is always an un- 
satisfactory form of security and rarely negotiable for foreign firms— 
has been generally tied up in mortgages. There were five important 
bankruptcies during the year 1910, involving British firms in losses 
exceeding £4,000. Further bankruptcies are impending for 1911-12, 
though there has been a distinct revival of business with Shiraz. 

The elimination of these middlemen has had two results. The 
first is that British importers in Bushire and salesmen avoiding the 
indent system have begun to deal directly with purchasers in the 
interior and with the local bazaars; the second is that their terms 
are much more on a cash basis than formerly. Though a gradual 
change from a credit to a cash basis would probably involve a 
decrease in the quantity of piece-goods annually imported, the 
position of foreign firms should benefit in the end.

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TEXTILE IMPORTS AT BUSHIRE. 


The following information is from the report by H.M. Vice-Consul 
at Bushire (Mr. H. G. Chick) on the trade of that district in the 
year ended 21st March, 1911, which will shortly be issued :— 

There was a slight recovery in 1910-11 in the value of the imports 
of cotton goods, despite the unfavourable conditions, but, owing to 
the small import from Bombay, the total weight was nearly 100 tons 
less than in 1909-10, and 450 tons less than in 1908-9. Stocks in 
the earlier part of the period were low in Isfahan, and during the 
first months of 1911 considerable profits were being made in Shiraz 
in coloured goods. ‘The imports were as follows :—

The piece-goods business is reported to be on a much firmer basis 
than formerly, owing to the disappearance from the field, asa class, of the 
insolvent middlemen and petty traders (see p. 428), whoused to speculate 
heavily and import at times particular goods in such large quantities 
as to spoil the market, and cause themselves and others to make losses. 

The following table gives a rough idea of the relative quantities of the 
different goods imported, as compared with former years, which show 
to what an extent Southern Persia is capable of purchasing cottons :—

The following information is from the report by H.M. Vice-Consul 
at Bushire (Mr. H. G. Chick) on the trade of that district in the year 
ended 21st March, 1911, which will shortly be issued :— 

There are still no signs of the economic development of the southern 
provinces of Persia, and the improvement of methods of transport by 
mechanical means, e.g., railways, has become a real necessity, both to 
increase commerce (export trade in particular), and to promote greater 
security in the provinces. 

The wants of the population are simple and are not likely to change 
for a generation or more, so that there is little likelihood of a large 
extension of the import trade outside the necessaries of life and house- 
hold materials; but with an accelerated and cheap means of transport 
from the coast into the numerous villages of Fars the export trade 
might be increased most extensively. It is on the export of agri- 
cultural produce also that traders in the southern provinces should 
rely for a recovery from the evil times into which foreign trade has 
fallen ; by increasing the buying power of the tribal people and culti- 
vators, a greater demand forimports would be sure to result. The coastal 
belt, which is anything from 15 to 60 miles in breadth, is, wherever 
sufficiently fertile, given over to the cultivation of grain, but the rain- 
fall is the principal factor governing the possibility of exportation each 
year. Across the mountains, however, a harvest can almost always 
be relied upon, and yet, though the quantity produced at present is so 
far above the needs of the cultivators that a considerable amount is 
usually set fire to, high rates and dearth of animal transport make it 
impossible to get a pound of this to the coast for export (see p. 446). 

Besides grain there are certain berries and wild nuts, which would 
be of interest for vegetable oils, and other products such as vegetable 
silk, awaiting the advent of European discovery ; for Persian traders 
are both unaware of possible commercial uses to which produce may 
be put, and further are never willing to try experiments. Unfortu- 
nately, however, little pioneer work or specialisation has been done so 
far by European firms settled in the country. The only exception is 
gum tragacanth, the purchase and sorting of which has become 
systematised to a certain extent in Shiraz. Almonds, raisins and 
sultanas, linseed, sesame and Persian tombaku should all repay firms 
undertaking purchases on a large scale from the districts where each 
is cultivated. 

All schemes for mechanical transport and for the introduction of 
enterprises requiring machinery can only be developed by Huropean 
enterprise and capital ; and it is unfortunate that the Persian authorities 
are not better disposed towards European schemes for developing the 
resources of the country. Even now there are signs of a dawning 
demand for simple machinery, agricultural instruments, a sea-water 
condenser, a flour mill, &c. 

Persians will invest money in projects, but only after they have 
seen them suitably organised and managed with a capital outlay by 
Europeans. European firms, on the other hand, in making experi- 
ments in Persia must always be prepared for a possible loss in the 
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Possibilities of Agriculiural Exports from Southern Persia. 





initial stages. ‘The amount spent in mule transport from Bushire to 
Shiraz alone has been calculated during the past three years to have 
been £80,000 or £100,000 at existing rates of exchange, and before 
the rise of late years in the rates of hire the amount spent could 
hardly have been less than £40,000 or £50,000. 

All development of the internal trade and of improved communi- 
cations are, however, largely contingent on port improvements. . None 
of the present outlets of trade along the Persian shore of the Gulf are 
satisfactory in their present condition, and Bushire particularly—with 
an outer anchorage distant seven miles and an inner anchorage distant 
three miles from the shore—needs the dredging of a harbour and a 
proper entrance closer in shore. Telegraphic communications between 
the Persian ports of the Gulf and the mouth of the Tigris are also 
badly needed.

BRITISH INDIA. 


The “Times of India” of 4th November states that the manufacture

1912. The works, the construction of which cost 217 lacs of rupees 

(about £1,447,000), have an annual capacity of 120,000 tons of pig 

iron, of which 85,000 tons can be converted into 72,000 tons of 

steel. Some 160 Europeans and Americans and 2,000-2,500 natives 
of India will be employed ; these numbers have been brought as low 

as possible by the adoption of labour-saving devices. (X. 5,430.) 





GERMANY. 


According to the ‘‘ Bérsen Zeitung” (Berlin) of 24th November, a 
meeting was held on 23rd November by the 
German Steel Works Union, when an application 
to increase the allotments of tube makers was 
refused. It was stated that the home trade in 
semi-manufactured products is very satisfactory, and that there 
is an all-round improvement in this branch. Sales for the first 
quarter of 1912 were fixed at present prices. The foreign demand 
for heavy rails is still very good. The recent improvement in pit 
rails is maintained. Prices are principally affected by Belgian 
competition. Shaped iron is becoming quieter as the season advances, 
although the home demand is better than in the corresponding 
period of last year. On the whole, foreign trade is very good, and 
specifications are coming in very satisfactorily for this period of the 
year.

FRANCE. 


H.M. Consul at Dunkirk (Mr. P. C. Sarell), in his report just issued 
(Foreign Office, Annual Series, 4819), writes that 
in connection with the possible development of the 
export trade of Dunkirk, attention is called to the 
growing importance of the iron industry of the 
Meurthe et Moselle and the neighbouring region. 
The production of ore is steadily developing, and an outlet will 
sooner or later be required for the surplus production. The position 
of Dunkirk is favourable, both in its relation to the iron producing 
district and in its proximity to the United Kingdom, to meet this 
demand. 

It would appear that French iron ore should compete very favourably 
in the United Kingdom with both Swedish and Spanish ores, and the 
development of such a trade might find its counterpart in an increase 
in the coal trade as a return cargo.

UNITED STATES OF AMERICA. 

H.M. Consul-General at Chicago (Mr. H. D. Nugent) reports that 
a new ore-loading dock, which is being built by the 
Lake Superior and Ishpeming Railway Company at 
Marquette, will be in operation early in 1912. 
The new dock is the only one of its kind in the 
world. It is constructed entirely of concrete and 
steel, and although not the longest is the most modern structure of 
its kind in existence. That part of the dock which contains the ore 
compartment is 1,200 feet long, while the length of the dock to 
the shore is 1,463 feet. 

The top of the dock is 75 feet above water level, and it is furnished 
with 200 buckets, 100 on each side, from which the ore will run into 
the holds of vessels loading. ‘The ore compartments have steel fronts, 
being built of concrete and lined with wood. [Experience has shown 
that the ore slides more readily from a wooden lining. An approach, 
nearly three quarters of a mile in length, with a maximum gradient of 
3 in 200, will lead to the top of the dock. (26,510 ; C. 8,920.) 


H.M. Consul at St. Louis (Mr. T. E. Erskine) reports that, according

dollars (about £315). This, it is pointed out, indicates a great 
increase in the number of cars selling at 1,000 dollars or less, with a 
substantial increase in the more highly priced motors. (C. 9,315.) 


PANAMA CANAL. 

H.M. Minister at Panama states that a project is being formulated by 
bankers and certain coal mining and coal carrying 
companies in the United States to establish coaling 
stations with American coal along the routes that 
will be traversed by steamers using the Panama 
Canal. The promotors of the scheme claim that if American coal is 
supplied there at a lower cost than British coal is supplied along the 
Suez Canal route, it will be an important factor in drawing steamers 
to Panama that now make the voyage vid Suez in the same length of 
time. ‘I'he plan provides for a large coaling station at Panama or 
Colon, berthing docks, loading and unloading machinery, coal pockets of 
steel, and ship repairing plants at seventeen points, at an estimated 
cost of 24,000,000 dollars (about £4,930,000). (C. 9,208.)

elastica having attained tappable dimensions were tapped, and the 
rubber prepared under the supervision of and by members of the 
Forest Department, in the presence of the owners. The coagulation 
of the latex was obtained by boiling, and the coagulant was then 
rolled out into thin biscuits on a table by a wooden roller, the rubber 
being washed throughout the operation with very hot water. The 
biscuits were then hung up to dry and smoked in a long drying shed. 
Rubber of the first quality was thus prepared by means of simple 
appliances that can easily be procured by the natives. 

The fine, clear, amber-coloured biscuits thus prepared were 
eventually sold in the United Kingdom for 6s. 6d. per lb., on a falling 
market when the best Parad only realised 6d. a pound more. ‘This is 
a very great improvement on the usual quality of rubber exported 
from Southern Nigeria. 

As regards the yield, in all 1,022 lbs. of dry rubber were obtained 
from 4,706 trees over 18 ins. in girth, and from 28,815 small plants 
that were thinned out and tapped to death. The average returns per 
tree from the two classes were 1°402 and 0°337 ozs. respectively. 
The percentage of loss in weight by evaporation of moisture was 37°7 
per cent. 





RUSSIA. 


H.M. Commercial Attaché for Russia (Mr. H. Cooke) has furnished 
alias the following report on the autumn wool clip 
Wool Clip in Russia, taken from the official “ Commercial 
and Industrial Gazette” (St. Petersburg) of 

8th November :— 

‘The results of this year’s autumn clip of coarse-wool sheep are, as 
usual, diverse enough, depending on the differing local conditions of 
this or that region. The output of wool per sheep is in most cases 
equal to last year’s, the vield in general per head being, as last year, 
an average one. On an average, the yield of the clip in the Volga 
region is 2—4 funts per head, allowing for fluctuations in particular dis- 
tricts, and here and there 1-5, 8, and even 10-11 funts (in the Samara 
government and Khirghis Steppes). In the government of Astrakhan 
the yield does not exceed 14-2 funts per head, in the Don Territory 
and Northern Caucasus 14-2 funts, though in some cases rising to 9. 
In the southern region, in the governments of Voronezh and Kursk, 
the average yield is 1—4 funts per head. In various regions of Siberia 
the yield fluctuates between 1 and 5} funts, the highest figure being 
in the Turgaisk region, while in the Semipalatinsk district the yield 
does not exceed 1-1} funts. 

In its final total this autumn’s yield shows a further diminution, as 
compared with last year’s, owing to the now chronic numerical 
decrease of the flocks from insufficiency of fodder and the dearness of 
pasture land. ‘The diminution of sheep this year was in some cases 
30-50 per cent.

With regard to the quality of the wool, it is for the most part 
good or satisfactory. The amount of admixtures fluctuates within 
very wide limits. In places (in the Volga region and parts of the 
Don and Akmolinsk Territories), owing to dust and winds, the wool is 
very dusty. The yield of clean wool per poud of dirty is as follows :— 
In the Volga region 25-85 funts, declining in particular cases to 
16-21 funts (in the Saratoff Government) and even to 12 funts; in 
the Don and Caucasus regions 23-38 funts; in the southern region 


90-36, and in Siberia 24-88 funts. (C. 9,341.) 
Poud = 40 funts = 36 lbs. 


H.M. Consul-General at Odessa (Mr. C. S. Smith) reports that, 
according to the official ‘‘ Commercial and Indus- 
trial Gazette” (St. Petersburg) of 12th November, 
the potato crop in Russia is under average. The 
areas with good crops of potatoes are nearly identical with those 
with good crops of hay or of corn; while, in the unfortunate 
parts, the potato crop is in places from 30 to 50 per cent. short 
of the normal crop. The quality is in many parts decidedly 
below the medium, being often from 10 to 15 per cent. short of 
the customary percentage of starch. It is uncertain whether or not 
the tubers will prove good for keeping. The best kinds of Russian 
potatoes are in good demand this year in Germany. (27,036.)

2,000 bags will be available this year. ‘The approximate price per 
bag is £1, and the charges for carriage, &c. from Erzeroun to 
Trebizond are about 5s. per bag. Prolonged drought has prevented 
autumn sowings from being undertaken so far, and the general 

acricultural prospects are consequently bad. (C. 9,342.)

PERSIA. 


The following information is from the report by H.M. Vice-Consul 
at Bushire (Mr. H. G. Chick) on the trade of that district in the year 
ended 21st March, 1911, which will shortly be issued :— 


Conditions were exceptionally favourable for a revival of the export 
Wheat of wheat from Bushire during the latter half of 
Onetidien end 1910 and during 1911. The rainfall was 16 inches 
aes 4 for the 1909-10 season, and over 20 inches for 
sence tasiidien 1910-11; the export duty was reduced in June, 
’ 1910, by one-half; and a drawback of duty is now 
allowed on imported sacks when used for the exportation of cereals, 
On the other hand, the tribesmen cultivators from the districts 
north and east of Bushire have been reduced to great straits after 
several years of poor crops or total failures, and in most districts 
had to borrow seed and money to obtain seed from their chiefs; in 
consequence, a large amount of land was only half sown. 

The seed sown is of several kinds: White, yellow, red, and kuleh 
(a large hard grain, not liked for export trade). Cultivation is still 
carried on by the most primitive methods, and cannot, on account of 
the coming heat, take place after the first fortnight in January. 
Sowing has to follow the first heavy rains; reaping occupies 40 days, 
and threshing takes even longer. The population of the villages is 
insufficient to undertake all the work, and so every spring a large 
body of labourers migrate for this purpose from the towns and non- 
wheat growing districts, being remunerated with a large proportion 
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of the harvest in lieu of wages. In 1911 the proportion thus taken 
was, over a large part of the district, one-third of the total yield. 
Simple agricultural machinery would in time produce a great change 
in the cultivation and supply of grain, but it has yet to be introduced 
and find favour. At present the soil is merely scratched each year 
with narrow light ploughshares. 

In 1910 the harvest of wheat in the districts centering on Byshire 
was estimated to give over 15,000 tons available for export, though 
the actual production was calculated to be over 22,000 tons; this 
production was in a belt of land extending from the Hendian district 
100 miles north of Bushire and inland to the mountains, varying from 
30 to 15 miles in width. ‘Together with the produce of the valleys of 
Behbehan and Zeidun, the output probably reached about 40,000 
tons. 

The actual amount exported from Bushire during the period was 
only 2,570 tons, of which almost 2,000 tons went to the United 
Kingdom. Prices continued high after the harvest was first 
gathered. From the outlying small ports-of the district quite 2,600 
tons were transported to other Gulf ports, principally Bahrein. 
Export to Europe began only at the end of August and continued till 
November, when the tribal chiefs in the districts discouraged sales for 
export until after it was seen what kind of a rainy season was in 
store. After the exceptional rains and the promise of the young 
shoots, sales again commenced. JDuring the first four months of 
1911-12, a further 2,000 tons of wheat of the 1910 harvest were 
exported, and plenty was expected to be available for sale till‘-November, 
1911, when prudence would make the tribesmen stop till the rains have 
again fallen. A good rainfall for the third year in succession would 
not only permit of a heavy total export during 1911-12 but would 
materially revive the prosperity of the coastal districts. 





MANCHURIA, 


The British Acting Consul at Harbin reports as follows, under date of 
7th November, on the prospects of this year’s soya 
bean harvest in Northern Manchuria :— 

An exact idea of the total quantity of a season’s 
crop is difficult to obtain at so early a date, but 
the opinion generally held by foreign exporting 
firms in Harbin is that the results of this season’s harvest will not 
fall short of those of 1910, this conclusion being based on the 
argument that the damage done by the summer floods, which were 
less extensive in Northern than in Southern Manchuria, was amply 
compensated by the increased area of land brought under bean 
cultivation during the season under review. 

According to Chinese reports, the season’s harvest was only a 50 
per cent. crop, a view which does not find favour amongst the foreign 
firms, who incline to the belief that the Chinese intentionally under- 
estimate in the hope that high prices may be maintained. The 
estimate of the Russian Chamber of Commerce in Harbin of the 
quantity of beans available for export out of the 1910 crop was

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24-28 million pouds (387,100-451,600 tons), and it is therefore of 
interest to record that, according to figures published by the Chinese 
Eastern Railway, the total quantity of beans exported to Europe from 
North Manchuria during the season 1910-11 was 21,570,000 pouds 
(347,900 tons), the port of shipment for all cargo being Vladivostok. 
The Chinese Eastern Railway Company have notified exporters of 
their readiness to furnish daily during the 1911-12 export season 150 
cars, each of a capacity of 1,000 pouds (about 16 tons), for the trans- 
port of beans; but some doubt is entertained as to whether the 
Company will be able to fulfil this promise, aud complaints on the 
part of merchants as to the difficulty of obtaining the requisite 
number of cars have already been heard. Prices this season have

For some days merchants and 
agents of various firms in Lithuania have been arriving for the 
purpose of giving orders for the spring season. Many local merchants 
and business men who supply goods to the skilled and unskilled 
working classes on the instalment plan are in a difficult position ; 
they have to meet their matured bills, but their customers are paying 


their instalments very irregularly, and in some cases, not at all.

H.M. Consul at Christiania (Mr. E. F. Gray) 
reports that, according to the Norwegian trade journal “ Farmand” of 
18th November, the shortage of water in lakes, rivers, moors, wells 
and brooks in Norway, due to nearly six months’ continuous drought, 
is so great that rain now is of no avail for the winter. On 
Hedemarken water for the cattle has still, in spite of the rainfall of 
the last month, to be carted from Lake Mjésen. Lake Hurdalen, 
from which the Mago and Béhnsdalen mills get their water, is about 
2; metres below last year’s level, and considerably lower than in the 
dry season of 1904. Randsfjord has risen only 1 centimetre since 
lst November, and even in the lowland rivers the improvement of 
the water condition is comparatively trifling, and by no means sufii- 
cient to carry the mills through the winter. 

The water situation in Norway, says the “ Farmand,” is so bad 
that it could not possibly be worse, and there is reason to believe 
that the same may justly be said with regard to Sweden. _(0.9,418.) 





GERMAN Y—FRANCE., 

The ‘“ Bérsen Zeitung” (Berlin) of 16th November states that a 
meeting was recently held in Paris of the German- 
French Industrial Congress. About 150 repre- 
sentatives of France and Germany took part in 
the deliberations, which turned principally on the 
question of customs and trade matters, the improvement of the postal, 
telegraph and telephone services, French-German waterways and 
railway communications, marking of goods, working of patents, and the 
position as to agencies and agents. It was resolved to commence 
negotiations with a view to reciprocal concessions in connection with 
the reduction of Customs tariffs.

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Confidential Information as to Openings Abroad 
for British Trade, &o. 


The arrangement inaugurated on Ist January, 1907, whereby the 
names of British firms desirous of receiving confidential information 
as to opportunities for the extension abroad of those branches of trade 
in which they are specially interested, and as to other connected matters, 
are placed on a special Register at the Commercial Intelligence Branch 
of the Board of Trade, has met with widespread approval, as evidenced 
by the steady increase in the number of names so registered.. For- 
merly no charge was made for admission to the Register, the only 
requirement being subscription to the “ Board of Trade Journal. ” 
The great increase in the number of names inscribed, and in the 
amount of information distributed, having rendered it necessary to 
make a small charge for the service, firms desirous of utilising this 
source of information are now (since Ist April, 1910) required to pay 
an annual fee of one guinea to the Accountant General, Board of 
Trade, Whitehall Gardens, London, 8.W., for the service, including 
the supply of the *‘ Board of Trade Journal,” instead of merely 
subscribing to the ‘‘ Journal,” as previously, through the Government 
Sale Agents. British firms who wish to have their names registered 
should apply in writing to the Director, Commercial Intelligence 
Branch, 73, Basinghall Street, London, E.C., for the necessary form of 
application. 

Admission to the Register and retention upon it will be, as hereto- 
fore, at the discretion of the Board of Trade. 

The confidential information which is communicated to firms upon 
the register is received from His Majesty’s Consular Officers in Foreign 
Countries, from His Majesty’s Trade Commissioners and the Imperial 
Trade Correspondents in the British Dominions, and from other sources 
available to the Commercial Intelligence Branch. 

It may be stated that confidential information thus received relates 
mainly to openings for British trade abroad, and is communicated to 
firms on the Register in Circular letters. During 1910, 1,130 such 
Circular letters were prepared, and copies (totalling 74,203) were des- 
patched to firms on the Register interested in the trades to which the 
Circular letters respectively related, as compared with 1,104 Circular 
letters and copies totalling 51,816 sent out in 1909. 

Note.—Apart from the Special Register arrangements referred to 
above, the Commercial Intelligence Branch is always ready to answer 
enquiries on specific subjects, as far as possible, in the interests of 
British trade (see below).
